DISPATCHES INDICATE WAR 
WILL NOW END. 


FALL OF CAPITAL PREDICTED. 


Managua, Nicaragua, March 24.— 
Santos Ramirez, director general of 
telegraphs and telephones, to-day mule 
the following statement to the Asso¬ 
ciated Press; 

"The Nicaraguan force# have cap¬ 
tured Choluteca. Honduras, which was 
held by the Honduran and Salvadorean 
troops, and President Honllla has fled 
by boat. 

WILL END WAR. 

Washington Dispatches Say Victoiy 
Means It*s All Over. 

Washington, March 23.—President 
Bonilla has fled from the battlefield, 
and the Central American war hi*a 
practically ended, according to cable 
dispatches received In Washington to¬ 
day by the Ndoaraguan Minister, Mr. 
Corea. The fall at the Honduras cap¬ 
ital, Tegucigalpa, to-morrow, is pre¬ 
dicted by the Nicaraguan Secretary ot 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. Gamez. 

The cablegram from the Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs follows: 

"Choluteca taken. Salvadorean and 
Honduran combined armies defeated. 
President Bomlikt hidden In San Lo¬ 
renzo with 200 men. Sent steamers to 
capture them. Tegucigalpa will be 
lakon to-morrow." 

Gen. Ramirez, director general of 
telegraphs and telephones, sends this 
message: 

"It is my opinion that the war is 
terminated. Bonilla hag fled from 
Choluteca to Salvador. 

"Steamers will pursue the fugitive 
President. 

"I bc-lieve the war Is ended." 

The Government is without further 
advices concerning the capture of 
Uholuteea. but details are expected 
shortly. Choluteca is the most strongly 
fortified town of Honduras. It Is on the 
Choluteca river, about three mile# from 
the Gulf of Fonseca. It was here some 
years ago that ex-President Vasques 
was defeated by allied revolutionists 
and Nicaraguans.

OFFERED HIM A PARDON 


BURTON DECLARES HE REFUSED 
TO ACCEPT EXECUTIVE 
CLEMENCY. 


SHOOTS MAN WHO TRIES 

TO PREVENT SUICIDE. 


Charles Wallace Then Fires Two 
Bullets Into His Breast and 
Dies. 


Memphis, Tenn.. March 24.—Inter¬ 
rupted in an evident attempt to com¬ 
mit suicide, Charles Wallace, a saloon¬ 
keeper, to-day shot and seriously 
wounded his brother-in-law, J. E. 
Rousch, and, firing two bullets into 
his own breast, ended his life. 

According to the statement of 
Rousch, he discovered Wallace armed 
with two revolvers when he entered 
the latter’s room, and when he ques¬ 
tioned him os to why he was so armed 
Wallace fired on him. Inflicting three 
wounds. Wallace then turned the 
weapon on himself and was In a dying 
condition when other members of the 
family reached the scene. 

Wallace has been in Ill-health for 
some weeks and It Is believed that his 
mind was temporarily unbalanced.

Abilene, Kan„ March 24.—Former 
United Staites Senator J. R. Burton, 
after delivering the speech which he 
hod prepared in advance, made the 
statement lam nightdhat the President 
offered him a pardon He said: 

"Five day® after I was in Jail the 
President offered me a pardon. It cam 3 
to me penotmaJJy at Iron ton. The com¬ 
munication was over the signature of 
the pardon cltrk. 

"I never answered It. I would not 
answer it. 1 would not accept a par¬ 
don from him under any conditions. He, 
gentlemen, he is the one that should 
have the pardon." 

Denial at Washington. 

Washington, March 24.—Peyton Gor¬ 
don, United States attorney in charge 
of pardons, to-night denied the state¬ 
ment of former United States Sena¬ 
tor Burton that a pardon had been 
offered to Mr. Burton. 


FLYING STONES HURT 

PASSENGERS ON BOAT. 


Washington, March 24.—From 
Shanghai advices received at the State 
Department it appears that the ruling 
dynasty in China is seriously alarm¬ 
ed over the effect of the spread of fam¬ 
ine through the country and the oppor¬ 
tunity It offers to seditionary societies 
to enlist converts to the movement di¬ 
rected against the Government. The 
suffering of the people is used as cap¬ 
ital. it Is said, In that judicious assuag¬ 
ing of want places the persons given 
assistance under obligations to the so¬ 
cieties. The Government's Inability to 
relieve suffering, it is said, has been 
magnified and the hardships of the 
people are attributed to lack of sympa¬ 
thy by the Government for the poorer 
classes. 

The information received here indi¬ 
cates that a propaganda has been or¬ 
ganized to further the circulation of 
stories of the character outlined and it 
Is said that State Department officials 
fear that a spread of hysteria may en¬ 
gender a general uprising. If such 
should be the result, there Is danger 
that, the Government might not be able 
to control the situation. American and 
other foreign Interests then would be 
Jeopardized. So great Is the concern 
that diplomatic and consular officials 
In China have been Instructed to keep 
Washington advised in regard to the 

situation and every turn taken. 

• • • 

Regime Sees Danger. 

That the Chinese Government recog¬ 
nizes the danger Is shown by the fact 
that Viceroy Tuan Fang, of Yanking, 
has memorialized the throne for $ 1 ,- 
000,000 to purchase East Indian rice 
to feed his people. Undoubtedly this 
step was taken to offset the work that 
has been done by the seditionary so¬ 
cieties as well os to relieve the Imme¬ 
diate suffering. In taking his action, 
the Vloeroy predicted a general upris¬ 
ing In the famine-stricken districts un¬ 
less prompt relief were provided, but 
he did not refer to the trouble that has 
been stirred up by the antl-Govern- 
ment societies. 

An extra effort will be made in the 
United States to broaden the* scope of 
the movement to find relief for the Chi¬ 
nese. Already there have been large 
sums of money collected and dispatch¬ 
ed to China to be used in the purchase 
of food, and In the near future the 
transport Buford will sail from San 
Francisco with a shipload of provisions 
given by Louis Klopsch, editor of the 
Christian Heri/d.

SHEPHERD DOG SAVES WOMAN 


Florence, Ala., March 24.—The negro, 
Cleveland Harding, who attempted to 
assault Mrs. Ben F. Rice; near here 
Friday, and who was driven off by Mrs. 
Rice's shepherd dog, was summarily 
executed to-day by his Intended vic¬ 
tim's husband, and some two or three 
hundred sympathizers. Tied to a tree, 
with this arm# up, the negro was riddGod 
with buffets, the first shot being fired 
by Rice, following which, It Is said, 
every man In the crowd emptied his 
revolver at the prisoner. It Is said that 
over 1.000 shots were fired. 

The negro was captured to-day half 
a mile below town, and was taken be¬ 
fore Mrs. Rice, who fainted at sight 
of him. Upon recovering, she fully 
identified her assailant, and on being 
asked wrhat should be done with him, 
told the negro’s captors to do as they 
thought best. Harding was taken a 
short distance from the Rice home, 
where a conference of the mob leaders 
was held. Some said bum him, but 
shooting was decided on. 

Beyond confessing his guilt, the negro 
had nothing to say. and wus stolidly 
Indifferent. It seemed, to his fa/te. The 
body was left tied to the troe by the 
nxib. members of which made no at¬ 
tempt to conceal their identity. The 
Sheriff overtook the crowd before the 
lynching, but his appeals were un¬ 
availing.

“NIGGER IN THE WOODPILE” 


The belief has gained strength with¬ 
in the lost week among Republicans in 
Ixmlsville and those out In the State 
cflassed as "Outs" that there is some 
kind of concerted notion on the part 
of Congressmen D. C. EM wards and 
Joseph B. Bennett and certain Federal 
officeholders In the State toward 
foisting John W. Yerkes upon the 
party as Che Republican nominee for 
Governor.

"Pt does seem." said a w'ell-known 
local Republican leader, "that the Fed¬ 
eral officeholders of Kentucky are ut¬ 
terly opposed to the nomination of a 
ticket in the State that stands any 
chance of election. Congressman Ben¬ 
nett knows that John W. Yerkes has 
ostensibly said that ho w f ould not bo 
a candidate for Governor and beiddes 
was not going to take any part In the 
naming of a candidate for Governor. 
Why does he give out an Inrtorvlew 
placing his mime as being the fore¬ 
most mentioned in bis congressional 
district for the nomination for Gover¬ 
nor? It Is nothing In the world but a 
feeler for Yerkes, and the Republicans 
of Kentucky slhould take warning. 

"John W. Yerkea had better remtaJn 
fVmumisKloner of Internal Revenue.

Jerome Prepares Statement. 


New York. March 24.—Harry K. 
Thaw to-night made public another 
statement, this time denying a rumor 
which he believes is current to the 
effect that there is dissension among 
his counsel. He also refers to the af¬ 
fidavits filed with Justice Fitzgerald 
by his attorneys in opposition to the 
appointment of a lunacy commission to 
examine him. 

A, Russell Peabody gave the matter 
to the press after he had had a con¬ 
ference with other members of Thaw’s 
counsel. As designated, it is “a third 
statement Issued by Thaw’ since Au¬ 
gust 10." It follows: 

“I wish to deny the rumor that there 
is any dissension among my counsel. 
Owing to the limited time affidavits 
w’ere prepared simultaneously at the 
office of Mr. Delmas and of Hartridge 
& Peabody. Four that were completed 
March 22 at the latter office were 
transmitted to the former and all of 
that date were printed together under 
Mr. Delmas* supervision. Those made 
March 22 were brought to me. as I was 
nearest the court. 

"I examined the last four from 
Messrs. Hartridge & Peabody and one 
from Mr. Delmas’ office and found 
them eminently satisfactory. 

• • • 

Sanctioned by Delmas. 


District Attorney Jerome and Ills 
chief assistant on the Tha w ease were 
at their office to-day. apd Mr. Jerome 
for about two hours dictated to stenog¬ 
raphers a long statement will oh took 
them until late in the day to tran¬ 
scribe. Mr. Jerome said it was a state¬ 
ment Vo be submitted to Justice Fitz¬ 
gerald. and would not be given out 
in udvance of its presentation to the 
court. 

The District Attorney would not say 
chat this statement was to be used In 
rebutting the statements sworn to by 
Thaw’s mother, his lawyers and his 
alienists, and contained in the twelve 
affidavits filed by the defense yester¬ 
day. 

It was reported, but not confirmed, 
that Mr. Jerome Intends to present not 
only Pacts refuting the affidavit* pre¬ 
sented by the defense, but to submit 
to Judge Fitzgerald new and corrob¬ 
orative facta supporting the affidavits 
on whdeh he originally made his sug¬ 
gestion to court that Thaw’s sanity 
should be Inquired into.

Opinion Not Changed. 


"This method was sanctioned by Mr.

Frankfort, Ky.. March 24 .—[Special.]

Dur¬ 
ing the course of his remarks he made 
the declaration that unless the trust 
purchases the tobacco crops of 1906 
and 1907 now being pooled by the grow, 
ers, that not one single acre of burley 
will be planted in 1908 and the trust 
will bo left to obtain its supply as 
best it can. Over IK) per cent, of 
the new’ crop Is already pooled, he said. 
He assorted that the trust would come 
to time and that the success of the 
farmers’s movement was assured.

tion. All three are to give dinners on 
the same evening, and that a keynote 
will be sounded at each goes without 
saying. 

Tfie conservatives will celebrate a/t the 
Waldorf. Alton B. Parker wliT be one 
of the speakers. This dinner will be 
under the auspices of the Democratic 
club. While that organisation was re¬ 
habilitated by Richard Croker during 
the early part of the city administra¬ 
tion of Mayor Van Wyck, and despite 
tthe fact that Croker and hLs friends 
remaaned loyal to Mr. Bryan, the dub. 
nevertheless?, is about to start a propa¬ 
ganda hostile to the Nebraskan. It is. 
however, without much influence. f Ihe 
Independence League of Mr. Hearst 
will give its dinner a:t The Savoy. 
Ddphin M. Delmas will make the prin¬ 
cipal speech. He placed Henrst in 
nomination at the SL Louis convention 
in 1904. The Brooklyn D?jnotiraitlc Club 
will dine Mr. Bryan. This dinner will 
be attended by ivational party leaders 
from all over the country. The borough 
of Brooklyn, while a doubtful one, politi¬ 
cally, was carried twice in succession 
by Mr. Hearsi for Mayor in 1906, and 
Governor in 1906. Bird S. Coler. the 
President of the borough, is a warm 
admirer of Mr. Bryan. 

An absorbing topic of interest and 
Import Is along Just what lines the 
fight inside of the Democratic party 
willl be conducted.

People of Locality Know Bet¬ 
ter How To Solve Proble^n. 


Cites Negroes In South and 
Japanese On Coast. 


DEBATE WITH BEVERIDGE. 


Washington, March 34.—[Special.] — 
William Jcmnings Bryan has raised 
the race question In the South, 
and a /ace question on the Pa¬ 
cific cohst, as two obstacles to 
radical Centralization of authority In 
the Federal Government at Washing¬ 
ton. In the second Instalment of his 
debat* In the Reader Magazine with 
fi^natwr Beveridge, otf Indiana, Mr. 
Bryan continues to defend the right* 
of the separate States to deal with th© 
* question* which seriously affect them, 
and he calls for extension of the Fed¬ 
eral laws only to supplement the State 
Jaws and not to obliterate them. 

Senator Beveridge, on the other hand, 
calls more strongly than over for in¬ 
crease of Federal power, and bitterly 
assails the action of the people of Sun 
Francisco in segregating Japanese chil¬ 
dren 4n their schooU, nnd declares that 
the President’** attitude In dealing with 
Son Ftancisco was prompted by his de¬ 
sire "to avert a national war." 

• • • 

Defends Self-Government. 

Mr. Bryan declares that Senator 
Beveridge presents badly and without 
qualification the position of the advo¬ 
cates of centralization. Taking up the 
Senator’s argument that the people 
have nothing to fear from extension of 
Federal power because the Federal 
Government Is the people, Mr. Brytn 
presents arguments In defense of loati 
self-government, and it is here that he 
brings in the race question by say¬ 
ing: 

"Yes, the people of the States are the 
same,people who net together as parts 
• of the Union, but when the people of 
a State act together on a local matter 
they are nearer to the subject under 
discussion, and. therefore, can act 
more Intelligently. Lf the arguments 
in defense of local self-government arc 
unsound, then the whole theory of self- 
government is defective. U must be 
assumed that the people want to do 
what Is right—-upon no other theory 
can we have self-government. It must 
also be assumed that the people can 
act most intelligently upon that which 
they Ibest understand. That they can 
beet understand a thing with whloh 
they deal daily Is axiomatic; and It Is 
equally true that they will study most 
those things In which they are In¬ 
dividual 1 1 y Interested.

Must Decide What Schoo 
Trustees Lose Out. 


SUIT WILL BE FILED TO-DAY BY 
ATTORNEY M’KAY. 


RESULT OF DECISION OF COURT 
OF APPEALS. 


THREE MEMBERS AFFECTED 


Wallace McKay, attorney for the Lou 
Isvllle School Board, announced last night 
that he would to-day institute In the Jef¬ 
ferson Circuit Court a suit to determine 
who of the members of the School Board 
are affected by tho recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals, which hold as null and 
void tho rodistrictlng act of the last Ken 
tucKy Legislature. Mr. McKay said that 
wlille he is practically satisfied himself 
as to who of the members are affected, he 
is desirous of obtaining a judicial opinion 
bearing on the matter bo tliat there may 
be no dispute. There are a number of In¬ 
teresting points of law Involved in the 
case, he said, and for that reason. In un¬ 
der that all affected may be better sat 
lafiod, ho has decided to institute a suit to 
determine the question definitely. He will 
ask that the suit be taken up at once and 
disposed of before the next regular meet 
Ing of the School Board, to be held on the 
first Mutuluy evening of next month.

There ure those who 
contend that despite the fact that he 
was elected by the vote of the Twelfth 
ward and a part of the Eleventh, he 
should b«- allowed to serve as a represen¬ 
tative of the Twelfth ward.

Dr. Simpson’s Place. 


"Suppose -the people of one section 
decide that they have no discernible 
Interest In what Is being done in an 
other section, are they likely to study 
the question as carefully as they 
should? And If they attempt to act 
upon a question remote from them, are 
they sure to act wisely? Two ques¬ 
tions now before the country may be 
used for an illustration. Take the race 
question in the South. The people of 
the Northern States do not oomth into 
contact with the black race as the peo¬ 
ple of the South do. and because the 
experiences are different In the two 
sections, the views of the subject are 
diifforent. lf a citizen of the North 
move* Into the black belt he soon rec¬ 
ognizes that he h is a different situa¬ 
tion to deal with from that which con¬ 
fronted him in the North, and his views 
of tile subject are likely to undergo 
quite a change. Even a winter’s stay 
In the South is apt to have an educa¬ 
tional Influence upon the citizen of the 
North, and he ceases to make sweep¬ 
ing criticisms pf the Southerners.

Race Question on Coast. 

. "The race question on ^the Pacific 
coast presents another Illustration. The 
people who come Into dally contact 
with the Orientals have & familiarity 
with the subject which those cannot 
possibly have who live In other sec¬ 
tion®, and who seidom see one of the 
immigrants from Asia, The school 
quest 1< 41 Is one that enters Into the 
life of every community, and the peo¬ 
ple who send their children to a school 
are more concerned In the welfare of 
that school than any outside people can 
be. They not only have the knowledge, 
but they have the deep personal in¬ 
terest that compels investigation of all 
the facts, and a study of all Che con¬ 
ditions that are to be ine-L"

POSTAL CAR RENT TOO BIG. AFTER THE LAR G E CITIES 


Washington, March 24.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Wiley’s "poison squad’* is at pres¬ 
ent being utilized In testing the quali¬ 
ties, injurious or otherwise, of saltpeter. 
The squad was re-established last fall, 
but up to the first of the year had 
been used only in further proof of facts 
already adduced In Us previous exist¬ 
ence. when Its members had regularly 
used some of the foods that the de¬ 
partment held to be injurious. 

The new work was begun on January 
1, when the e4ght members of the pres¬ 
ent squad were placed on a diet con¬ 
taining a certain proportion of salt¬ 
peter. The substance Is so delicately 
disguised that it cannot be tasted In* 
the food, and only such an amount is 
administered as would be eaten were 
the members to partake of corned beef 
or some such substance dally. 

Saltpeter Is used principally In pre¬ 
serving the color of the meat. The cur¬ 
rent belief Is that It Is a preserva¬ 
tive of meat In a wider sense, but Dr. 
Wiley holds that only the retention of 
the original red color is helped by Its 
use. He is unable to announce definite¬ 
ly what will be the conclusions as to its 
effect upon his squad, but thinks that 
he has already noticed material evi¬ 
dence of some effects. He believes 
these tests will prove it injurious, and, 
if so, he will endeavor to stop its use.

Postal Cars Expensive. 


There are cars In the railway mail 
service costing when new about $6,000 
each for which the Government has 
paid in net rentals over $100,- 
000 In twenty-five years. Accord¬ 
ing to Representative Johnson, of 
Suuth Carolina, the average annual 
rental which the Government pays for 
full railway postal cars is $5,447. The 
average cost of maintenance a year 
for these cars, including running ex¬ 
penses and allowances for wear and 
tear Is placed at $1,200. From this, 
It is stated that the Government pays 
a net annual rental of $4,247 each for 
those cars. The records of the depart¬ 
ment show that there are quite u num¬ 
ber of these cars which have been In 
the service for more than twenty-five 
years. 

Multiplying the net annual rental by 
the number of years It has been paid, 
the doekiration is made that a car that 
lms been In the service twenty-five 
years has drawn from the Government 
net rentals amounting to $106,175. The 
first cost of these cars Js placed by 
the expert testimony before the Wol¬ 
cott Postal Commission at about 
$6,000.

According to statements If sued by Dr. 
George \V. Young. State superintendent

AFFAIRS DISCUSSED, 


Wesley Brotherhood Meeting 
Trinity Methodist Church Is 
Largely Attended.

A meeting of the Trinity Chapter of the 
Wesley Brotherhood was held at the 
Trinity Methodist church, on Third ave¬ 
nue. between Walnut and Chestnut 
streets, last night. The meeting was pre¬ 
sided over by Charles C. Stoll, chairman 
of the Wesley Brotherhood, and was ad¬ 
dressed by Robert E. Woods. Postmaster 
of Ixmlsville; Attorney Helm Bruce and 
George T. Wood. The general topic dis¬ 
cussed by the speakers w^is ‘The Church 
and Civic Affairs." 

In his opening address Chairman Stoll 
wild regular quarterly meetings of the 
chapter would he held, at which other 
important subjects would be discussed,

Helm Bruce spoke on "The Teaching 
of Jesus." He said every man has a 
duty to perform toward the betterment 
of our Government, and to know what 
was going on In this world, to keep posted 
on all Important things, and to stand firm 
for right ogalnat wrong.

THINGS SHE IS WORKING FOR. 


Traveling through the United States 
and delivering publictures in the in¬ 
terest of the blind at many big titles, 
Mrs. Fannie Fearn, wife of the lute 
Walker Fearn. former United States 
Minister to Roumania. Sicily and 
daughter of the late James Hewett. of 
Louisville, stopped at the Galt House 
Friday and remained until last night, 
when she left for New Orleans. She 
was seen there shortly before her de¬ 
parture and gave a synopsis of her 
work since her arrival in America six 
weeks ago. She told how the idea of 
her great and new work w«s first given 
her by the example set by Elizabeth, 
Queen of Roumania, known to the lit¬ 
erary and philanthropic world as 
"Carmen Sylva," and wihin whom Mrs, 
Fearn has been closely associated for 
many years. She told of the miserable 
lot of the blind with whom she has 
come In personal contact, and gave her 
remedy for the evil. 

Mrs. Fearn was born In Louisville, 
but removed to Now Orleans early In 
living there until she was married 
to Mr. Fearn, when, owing to hts po¬ 
sition us United States Minister, she 
was led to live abroad. For twenty- 
two years she has lived in foreign 
parts, making her residence principally 
at Bucharest, the capital Of Roumania, 
where she became acquainted with 
"Carmen Sylva." Several years ago 
Queen Elizabeth set about to Improve 
the lot of the blind people of her coun¬ 
try. She asked Mrs. Fearn to assist her 
In her work, and during the years that 
followed the latter gained a clear in 
sight Into the deplorable condition of 
the blind, a fact that resulted in her 
deciding to do all in her power to help 
those of her own country afflicted in 
such manner. 

• • • 

Queen’s “City of the Blind.’’ 

The Que*en of Roumania began her 
work by building an Ideal city. Inhab¬ 
ited only by the blind and their fami¬ 
lies. In this city there are factories, 
stores, churches and homes for the 
residents. The city Is conducted on the 
socialistic plan, all the property being 
common properly. The Idea perfected 
has worked wonders among the blind 
people of Roumania, and Mrs. Fearn. 
who. In assisting the Queen, came in 
contact with many blind persons, says 
that It^vould be impossible to repeat 
In America what Is being done there 
Her Idea is not to build cities for 
the blind but merely to assist them to 
beoome independent by educating them 
and getting employment for them suit¬ 
able to their ability. In brief, Mrs. 
Fearn takes a stand for: 

Home teaching. Mrs. Fearn says 
that children who are afflicted with 
blindness should not be taken from 
their homes and placed in schools lf 
the relatives of the child arc able to 
have it taucht at Us own home. 

Schools for children established In 
communities where they have no In¬ 
stitutions of this kind. In these schools 
all children who are dependent on their 
own resources should be given an edu¬ 
cation. beginning with the smaller ones 
by teaching them as the seeing chil¬ 
dren are taught In the kindergartens, 
and ending by giving the older chi] 
dren an education equIvaJent to that 
received by the seeing In the common 
schools. 

Endowment. Each association should 
be endowed with enough money to net 
an income to pay a trained nurs*.* who 
will be required to visit the homes of 
the sick blind persons and give them 
careful attention. 

Lodging houses for workingmen. Mrs. 
Fearn said last night that she has 
found that no respectable lodging 
house will admit a blind tvorkingman 
and consequently he Is forced to go to 
the slums for a night’s lodging. Here 
he meets with all kinds of hardships, 
His pockets are picked, he Is laughed 
at and peered at and his miserable 
existence Is made even more miserable. 
If possible.

It I could only succeed in arousing 
the Interest of the public in the lot o<f 
"he blind," said Mrs. Fearn last night, 
"I am sure that many persons would 
be raised from conditions where life Is 
almost misery to a plane where life is 
pleasure. I have been interested in 
this work for many years, and each 
year that passes brings me to a fuller 
realization that under existing condi¬ 
tions R Is obligatory to somebody to 
travel and lecture and pie-id with the 
public for a recognition of the rights 
of tihe Wind man. 

"My work thus fur has been highly 
successful. I have given public lec¬ 
tures in Washington and In Oincln- 
antl. and oil were w’*dl received and at¬ 
tended. All the blind are admitted 
free, anvl the proceeds derived from the 
rest of the attendance Is devoted to the 
cause of rhe blind man.” 

In delivering her lectures Mrs. Fearn 
shows seventy or eighty slldtia of life 
in Roumania. These slides depict the 
change In the life of the blind man 
before and after "Carmen Sylva" built 
her city for them, and. In addition io 
being highly entertaining to the audi¬ 
ence, shows them what could be done 
In America, lf the public would help to 
l>etter the condition of the blind. When 
Mrs. Fearn gives a lecture she Is sur¬ 
rounded by fTom fifty to a hundred 
blind m*»n. women and children, who 
listen Intently to her jflea for them, 
often interrupting her by making a re¬ 
mark of approval. 

In Washington Mrs. Fearn was paid 

visit by President Roosevelt and 
highly comp! I me rot ed for her earnest 
•work for the blind. In Cincinnati Mrs, 
Fearn remained three weeks, during 
which time she made several public 
lectures, spoke before the Board of 
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man is given work sultt?d to his edu¬ 
cation and ahdllty. Mrs. Fearn empha¬ 
sized this in a lecture at Cincinnati, 
and the public took the Idea up so en- 
tJhusiatsticany that she belF-vea such 
bureaus will be drrtrofiuced there. 

Mrs. Fearn huJ hoped to deliver a 
lecture in Louisville, but urgent busi¬ 
ness called her to New Orleans. She 
wild, however, ifhut on her return from 
her tour through the West she will 
stop here and make a public address. 
During her stay hero she visited the 
Kentucky Srlh'ool for ihe Blind, whh-h 
she pruraiun-oovl one of th~ "best- 
equipped Institution^ of the kind that 
fhe had ever seen." After a visit to 
New OrL .ms Mrs. Fearn will travel 
through Texas. Louishun. several of 
the Central States and then go to San 
Francisco.

Saturday Evening. March 23—The New 
York stock market experienced a severe 
setback this week, resulting In prices of 
many Issues breaking to nearj the level 
of that touched during the demoralized 
selling on Thursday of Inst week.

Tuesday. As was the case lost week, 
there was a great deal of outright buy¬ 
ing of stocks, particularly the dividend- 
paying kind. In small lots. There was little 
of Importance lq the way of positive 
news. A large number of prominent rail¬ 
road men, bankers and financiers. Sena¬ 
tors, Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
and college professors gave out Interviews 
regarding the situation, expressing views 
diverse in character and calculated to 
confuse rather than enlighten. Through¬ 
out the week the money market was easy 
so far as call money was concerned, the 
renewal rate being generally 4 per cent, 
until yesterday, when it rose to 4%. T»mo 
money was not offered with much free¬ 
dom, and there was reported a fair de¬ 
mand for It, the only important change In 
rates bring that six months’ accommoda¬ 
tion could be bad at 6 per cent 

The wheat markets were Irregular .with 
a general tendency to lower prices. Dam¬ 
age by the “green bug” was a dominant 
bull factor for a while, but stronger bear 
arguments were the very favorable crop 
condition report and the freer movement 
and Increased receipts. The cotton mar¬ 
kets were Influenced to lower quotations 
by the disturbances In Wall street, the 
continued heavy receipts and the Govern¬ 
ment report showing final figures on the 
else of the 1906 crop. Outside speculation 
continued conspicuous by Its absence. 

While trade conditions still remain sat¬ 
isfactory because of the fact that prac¬ 
tically all Industrial Interests are booked 
•o far ahead on orders, there Is unques¬ 
tionably a more conservative sentiment 
In the air. It Is felt that the serious de¬ 
cline In security prices Is bound to result 
!r. more or levs economizing An the part of 
tire people. and that this must be reflected 
tr *♦ Past those lines that Include the 
luxuries f fe. Much will depend on how 
for cancellations of orders are made. 
Without doubt, retrenchment Is the order 
of the day. The question Is, how far this 
will bo carried, and at the moment this 
phase of the situation cannot be deter¬ 
mined. A moderate recession In prices and 
In volume of trading would probably be 
beneficial. Railway gross earnings thus 
far reported for March exceed thoa* of a 
year ago by 7.6 per u%^t. Bonk exchanges 
at New York for the week were 47.2 per 
cent, larger than a year ago, owing In 
part to special syndicate settlements, 
while at other leading cities the gain av¬ 
eraged 117 per cent. 

Bright, balmy weather and the Greater 
Louisville Exposition brought hundreds of 
buyers to Louisville this week, and trade 
was unusually active, especially with re¬ 
tail Interests. Bank clearings gained near¬ 
ly half a million over tout v’eek. The 
money market was close, approaching 
•trlngcncy, and though the borrowing de¬ 
mand was active banks wore sparing in 
extending accommodation.

The section In which the midnight 
raids upon plant beds and barns can 
be made with impunity canno-t escape 
the disgrace that atluches to such acts, 
and the organization In whoso interest 
the night riders operate con best es¬ 
cape responsibility by making vigor- 
out efforts to bring outlaws Into court 
to answer for their crimes. 

If committing felonies Is a part of 
the programme of the association 
planters in their dog-eat-dog war with 
the trust the non association plan tern 
have excellent reasons for declining to 
identify themselves with the associa¬ 
tion.

The Tobacco Trust Is deservedly un¬ 
popular among planters. Its methods 
have earned for It the bad opinion of 
every lover of fair play.

The Outcome of the Contest. 

Qutte obviously the decision of Judges 
Miller and Kirby sustaining the title 
of practically all the incumbents of 
city and county offices causes elation 
among all interested in the triumph of 
the democratic organization. It was a 
hotly-contested case. Involving, ns It 
did, the validity of the election of 1905 
and the title of the Democratic candi¬ 
dates to offices, and it was a case that 
Concerned every citizen of Louisville.

Neither the Democratic nor the 
FusionJst party has a monopoly of civic 
or Christian virtues, and the fact was 
demonstrated In the evidence submitted 
to the court in this case.

In this Instance under consideration 
thirteen precincts yielding Democratic 
majorities were removed bodily from 
the court's reckoning because of the 
many wrongful acts proved, apd others 
were placed in jeopardy by violence. 
The Puslonlsts* contentions were ex¬ 
aggerated in numerous Instances; cer¬ 
tain allegations they made were not 
substantiated In court, or were found to 
bo actually of a nature so trivial as not 
to afreet the validity of tho balloting; 
but the existence of any fraud or vio¬ 
lence on the part of Democratic repre¬ 
sentatives served to give the Fuslonlsts 
material upon which they could' ex¬ 
patiate and enlarge, and so inflame 
the public mind against the Democratic 
organization to an unwarranted de- 
gree. . i 

The outcome of this contest! should 
teach Democrats, Fuslonists and all 
other political elements a valuable les¬ 
son. They are shown the futility gf 
fraud and the expediency of fair play.

The Forest Service. 

Just before Congress adjourned It 
passed an act forbidding the creation 
of forest reserves, except by act of 
Congws. The President. In anticipa¬ 
tion of the passage of this law. used 
the power which he then had by adding 
17,000,000 acres to tJhe forest reserves, 
which comprise thirty-two separate 
reserves. 

The passage of the act Implied a de¬ 
sire to chock the work of the Adminis¬ 
tration In adding to the forest reserves. 
This opposition has a good deal of 
strength In the West. It Is explained 
in part by the influence of the men 
who have been engaged In fraudulent 
operation, ruch a* land grabbing, tim¬ 
ber grabbing and fencing up th* public 


reserve®, with a total acreage of 123,- 
850,161. The recent Executive order 
added seventeen, millions, making the 
total area more than one hundred and 
forty million acres. This is an area 
more than five times that of Kentucky. 

The land In the forest reserves is not 
entirely withdrawn from agricultural 
use. It is mostly rugged arid moun¬ 
tainous, and so unfitted to cultivation, 
but there are patches of tillable land 
here and there, which, when found, is 
subject to entry. 

The Transvaal Parliament. 

One of the notable events of the past 
week was tho meeting of the first Par¬ 
liament of the Transvaal colony under 
the new Constitution. It mot In the 
hall at Pretoria in # whloh the late Presi¬ 
dent Kruger presided for so many years 
over the sittings of tho Upper Volks- 
raad of tfftt day, and the stage set¬ 
tings wore the same. It rather looked 
on the outside as If the soul of Kruger 
was still marching on. 

The EarJ of Solborne, the High 
Commissioner, represented the crown, 
and in accordance with the rather ab¬ 
surd fashion, spoke of “my ministers.” 
Lord Selborne’s ministers are headed* 
by Gen. Botha, who was one of tho 
leaders of the Boers in the late war, 
and hi 3 government represents the ma¬ 
jority in Parliament. 

When the High Commissioner order¬ 
ed the lower hojiso to retiro and elect 
Speaker, a singular scene ensued. 
Mr. Hoffmaycr took the chair and pro¬ 
ceeded to explain In English tho method 
of electing a Spcakt-r. He was Inter¬ 
rupted with tho shout, “Spoak Dutch," 
and this was followed by loud ap¬ 
plause. Accordingly he finished his ex¬ 
planation In Dutch. Gen. Botha nom¬ 
inated Gen. Beyer for Speaker and tho 
leader of tho Progressive party nom¬ 
inated Mr. Stockenstroem, whose name 
sufficiently Indicates his origin. He wa« 
put forward in the hope of dividing 
the ministerialists, but the Premier's 
nominee was elected, and he returned 
thanks in English. Then he adjourned 
the House In Dutch amid cries of 
“Speak English.” from the opposition. 
This first session gave promise of a 
considerable confusion of tongues In 
the business of the House, though there 
seems to be a disposition to ur-* both 
languages so far as is necessary to 
being understood. 

Lord Seiborne said that his ministers 
were resolved that Chinese labor in the 
mines should cease at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment. At the evening session 
the Asiatic Ordinance Bill, to exclude 
Asiatics, was introduced In the House, 
passed and/sent to the Upper House. 
It Ds particularly aimed at the British 
Indians, though it looks to the prohibi¬ 
tion of the Introduction of Japanese 
and Chinese also. As to tho Chinese 
now In the Transvaal, the idea Is to 
get rid of them as soon as they can be 
satisfactorily replaced. 

The return of the Boers to power, 
after an expensive war to put them 
down, Is received In Great Britain 
with surprising marks of satisfaction, 
apparently becau.se It Is thought that 
under the new’ Constitution and new 
conditions their rule will not be damag¬ 
ing to British Interests. Much con¬ 
fidence Is felt In tho sagacity and good 
intentions of Gen. Boths. who la expect¬ 
ed to restrain the more extreme Boers.

Having been regaled for ?*ome time 
with accounts of the assassination of 
men in high places in Russia by agents 
of the social revolutionists, we are now 
toLd that the reactionary party has been 
engaged In a similar conspiracy against 
the lives of leading social revolution¬ 
ists.

In the UnJrted States the newspaper 
has passed through five distinct epochs 
so far as the nature of Us purpose is 
concerned. Before the Revolution the 
few papers published were devoted to 
firing the colonial heart against the 
English crown. and to the formation of 
a mrtloaual pa;trioti#m. After the adop¬ 
tion of the Cons Hit union and the begin¬ 
ning of our present Government, the 
newspaper* were for a time the mouth¬ 
pieces of the politicians of a day when 
poll tics was as bitter as wormwood. 
Bnt the subservient editors soon found 
K was through them that the poli¬ 
ticians were enabled to carry on these 

wars, and they rebelled. 

• • • 

Then when the era w’hen tho news¬ 
paper was the personal property of its 
edKor, an editor with an ambition to 
rule In politico. This type flourished 
for three decades, and during Its con¬ 
tinuance *the editors molded the public 
thought and shaped the public policy. 
Well-nigh all-powerful in politics, the 
newspaper was still a thing which ap¬ 
pealed to but few of the masses. De¬ 
voted aKogetther to the science of gov¬ 
ernment, It printed news only as a side 
line, and excluded from its columns 
nearly ail that would Interest young 
people or women. Then tho newspaper 
realized Us principal mission of gather¬ 
ing and publishing the news. Politics 
was still most important, however, and 
each prominent paper was the “organ” 
of one of the great parties, fighting for 
Its own saints and Us own scoundrels 
without let or hindrance. Lastly comes 
the grewt American newspaper of to¬ 
day. printing the news, and with R 
something for every member of the 
family. lit takes a lively Interest In 
politics at times, but Instead of being 
tied to any particular party's apron 
strings. Is more often entirely Inde¬ 
pendent as to men and measures. 

• • • 

The development of the American 
newspaper is best shown in the evolu¬ 
tion of the handling of news. When 
William Honry Harrison, ninth Presi¬ 
dent of .the United States, died a month 
after he had taken tho oath of office 
In 1841, and was succeeded by John 
Tyler, one of the greatost newspapers 
In the country told all It thought worth 
while about tho death of the Presi¬ 
dent In a quarter of a column. It 
didn’t mention the fact that Mr. Tyler 
would succeed him, evidently assum¬ 
ing that everybody ought to know who 
was Vice President. A few weeks 
later the editorial columns blazed with 
comment about Tyler, but the news 

said never a word. 

• • • 

When Lincoln was assassinated the 
loading New York newspapers next 
morning published four columns about 
1L The Herald's display headline \vaa 
the single word, “Important.” Six¬ 
teen years later, when Garfield was 
shot, the first day’s news was given 
to New York In thirty-six columns 
of reading matter. No portrait* were 
printed of the President, and the only 
Illustration was a diagram of the rail¬ 
road station where the assassin at¬ 
tacked his victim. After another 
twenty years McKinley was shot at 
Buffalo. One New York newspaper 
next morning had twelve pages of 
matter concerning the assassination, 
including twenty-one half tone en¬ 
gravings, and a cartoon depleting the 

grief of the stricken nation. 

• • • 

In December, 1835. there was a great 
Are In New York which destroyed $20.- 
000,000 worth of property. Until that 
time, when fire* had been reported at 
all. It was with a mere statement of 
tho number of buildings burned and 
their value, James Gordon Bennett 
wrote the story of tho big blaze and 
put In the “human Interest” features, 
describing the work of the firemen, 
the trouble with broken hose, and In¬ 
cidents among the spectators. That 
was tho beginning or the “story In 
detail.” It sotd 26,000 copies of the 
paper and by request was printed again 
the next day with additions. In 1871 
this same paper devoted a page to 
the beginning of the great fire In Chi¬ 
cago, and a year ugo It found five 
pages of matter to print about the 
great San Francisco conflagration.

Feats of American newspaper enter¬ 
prise have astonished the world. The 
New York Herald sent Henry M. Stan¬ 
ley to Africa to find Livingston. Only 
last year James Kraley, of the Chica¬ 
go Tribune, went to Africa In pursuit 
of an absconding bank cashier, and 
caught him. When the New Testament, 
was being revised in London, W. W. 
Story, of the old Chicago Times, had 
8,000 words of It cabled to him, and 
when tho complete oopy reached Now 
York he had trt telegraphed to Chi¬ 
cago over twenty-one wires for publi¬ 
cation fcn the Time*. During the Ovil 
War the New York Herald had sixty- 
three correspond**ruts in the field, a field 
staff larger than any paper has ever 
had, before or alnoe. working on the 
Une. 

• • • 

The Spanish War gave the modern 
newspaper a chance to show what it 
could do. When the Nashville fired the 
first shot across the bows of tho 
Buena Ventura, the New York Journal 
fotmd enough tntereat in the fact to 
Justify a paper next morning which de¬ 
voted more apace to that one event 
than all of title newspaixx-s In New 
York put together had devoted to the 
Battle of Gettyaburg. The Battle af 
Gettysburg got a headline across one 
column, while the first shot of the w’or 
with Spain commanded headlines aa 
wide os the paper, and nearly ail of a 
twenty-four page Issue wo* devoted to 
half-tone picture** of battleship*, forts, 
naval con*maiid<ars. army officers, 
Spanish grandee*, and the “experts” 
who were analyzing the situation. 

• • • 

The invention of the photo-engraving 
process, from which cornea the half¬ 
tone, has done much to change the 
character and appearance of newspa¬ 
pers. Illustration* by wood cuts was 
slow and expensive. The zinc etching 
was a failure nine times out of ten, and 
the chalk plate an abomination. The 
half-tone Is so quick and accurate that 
It is the ideal illustration. In the nine¬ 
ties the color press came Into use. 
Printing newspapers In colors has nev¬ 
er proved popular in the greater part 
of the United States, although In Colo¬ 
rado there Is a long-opnttnued epidemic 
of rod headlines. The color press made 
the comic supplement possible and put 
many of the old-time politico-comic 
weeklies out of business. The variety 
had cheapened them, and there is a 
distinct movement against tho ’'comic,“ 
not only In tho churches and schools, 
but among newspaper men, too. How¬ 
ever. the "funny section" has been 
popularized to such an extent that Bus¬ 
ter Brown, Maude the Mule and Hap¬ 
py Hooligan are as much a part of 
American life as the United States Sen¬ 
ate.

Our logic always tenches u« that If we 
nnilte a mistake In our inaj^r premise our 
conclusions mi»t of necessity be wrong 
conclusion*. The base or the whole doc¬ 
trine, both of heuv*u .wiu hell, lies in 
the tact, not that we are either In heaven 
or hell, but that We are in grunt danger 
of going on down into hell. 

U e ore alreally lost. Not going to be 
lust; but loot now. There Is. peruaps, uo 
o..e fact more clearly taught In alt the 
Scriptures than is the tact that the en¬ 
tire human race is already In a lost con¬ 
dition and state. This lost condition ex¬ 
cludes us from heaven and preu>piuUes u® 
hull ward with a tearful momentum. V\ e 
uie lost from our divinely intended state 
and condition. Man was not ortgio&Ly in¬ 
ti uded to be diseased In ml no, soul or 
body. He was never Intended to be slave 
dor a captive, but a freeman upon tne 
high hills of eternal triumphs. 

Hut from theso splendid heights we fell 
by sin upon the part of our ancviuors 
And being born of sinful progenitors tt is 
but natural that we are brougnt Lao be¬ 
ing with appetites grasping after jus; the 
tiungs that mako up our surroundings.

In America Dsplored by the Rev. 
Horace G. Ogden. 

The Rev. Horace Ogden snoke to a 
irure congregation at Trinity Methodist 
church yesterday morning on "Calvary 
and Am**: lean I ntvl** wrr*s." 

"At first thought " raid Dr. Ogden,

yet many points of contact are tnani'est. 
end the duty of th • Master was no more 
nppan tX than Is the duty of His follow¬ 
ers to-dav. The .der*th of Jesus was a 
lawless r*ffafr. oo«nnnsscd In the name of 
law and by the gov-mlng elements of the 
time. Jewish and Kemail !• aders seamed 
to vie with each other In whirh could 
bo most unjust and most lawless in tho r 
tondcmimtlon and execution of tho Naz- 
amne. F>r>m the • Standpoint of tho 
Chrlat. the burden of Gethsemano und 
Calvary won not tho death, but the man¬ 
ner of It. and the fact that It was to 
mean the ruin of His brothers and His 
ruleru and Hla nation. He was broken¬ 


hearted in tho recognition of the fact, 
brought stonily before Him, that He 
was to make excuses for aln and solflsh- 
nesa no longer possible. It was a differ¬ 
ent world There was no more winking 
at Ignorance Destruction was to enter 
the heart of Ills loved ones and because 
of Him. This He shrank from; not from 
death Ho oame to die. Ho ciimo to be¬ 
come King of Righteousness bccouso Ho 
was the supreme lover of men He died 
in no sense primarily as a martyr. Hla 
was a sacrifice which Hr* willingly made. 
He could lay down His life or He could 
take It up again. H(. however, must bear 
the sin of these lawless fatiowmen of 
Hla. and from this lie could not escape. 

"Much In the life of to-day Is lawless. 
In tho name of law Injustice is continu¬ 
ally wrought. The corporations and the 
constituted authorities are always In the 
van of the lawless. Responsibility for 
the violence during our recent strike was 
plainly as much the company’s It was 
the strikers’, fer long had defiance to 
right marked the action of the cortwra- 
tlon, and a government that maintains 
oonsiantl/ a regime o.' Injustice, where 
special favors are constantly accorded, 
must not be surprised when the people 
themselves become Kwlosv and violent. 
It Is hare! to see in the light of recent 
developments, for example. hv»w lawless¬ 
ness at elections can be decreased. 

"Yet, to the Christian who has caught 
the sin-bearing spirit of Jesus, this will 
only Increase nls burden and enlarge bis 
Interest. The community sin Is upon him. 
He must bear it; ay, rather, he must 
bear the lawless forevermore In his heart. 
The Christian has his Calvary in the is¬ 
sues of our present-day life. It Is not 
enough for the Christian to be himse.f 
pure and good. He must carry, too. his 
civic burden. We In America are dis¬ 
tinctly superior to Kurope In our private 
virtues, but sadly behind It Jn our con¬ 
sciousness of clvlfi duty. Europe needs 
some of our cleaner living, but we need 
her discouragement of graft, her swift 
Justice to the betrayers of the rights of 
the people. 

"A new call Is upon our American 

Christianity. It la clear nnd strong We 
must rise to the realization of Chrlst’an- 
Ity as a kingdom of Justice and love. In 
which the people, through every institu¬ 
tion. are ministered unto, and which 
leaves the burden of perpetual personal 
dissatisfaction upon every follower of 
Christ until government and business ns 
home and private life ore cleansed from 
dishonesty and Injustice.”

Jeffries Would Probably Have Re¬ 
mained In Obscurity But For 
Jim Corbett. 


CLAIMANTS FOR THE HONORS. 


L OOKING buck through fifteen 
years of pugilism in America, 
veteran sporting men are decrying 

the present crop of glove fighters I shape when he got Into the^ring ..._ 

as for below the standard fixed by the I if^y* Jeff the hardest^ fight of his can- r, 
former stars of the ring. This lack of “* * J ’ ~ 


fortunate fiasco, and, as a result, he was 
laughed at when William A Brady, who 
had assumed the management of the boil¬ 
ermaker, fairly begged for a nva-tch with 
Champion Fitzsimmons. 

But Jeffries, after the articles had torn 
signed for a meeting at Coney Island on 
June 9, 1K99, went to work in earnest and 
trained down to 210 pounds. He received 
a long series of lessons In scientific boxing 
from Tommy Ryan, and proceeded to 
Jump into the front rank of popular favor 
by putting old Fits to sleep In* eleven 
rounds. 

This was an achievement that pm Jef¬ 
fries undisputed champion, for FUzstm- 
mona went Into the ring with a wonderful 
reoord for a man of his weight. 

Jeffries did not fight again until No¬ 
vember, when he took on Tom Sharkey 
at Coney Island In a great twenty-fiv**- 
round fight, in which Jeffries was declared 
the winner by Referee S>r. Sharkey ie- 
ootvx'd such a terrible boating In this mil: 
that In? was taken t-o the hospital and 
finally to his home, where he was laid up 
with several broken ribs for some time. 

• • • 

Champion’s Lust Fights. 

Jeffries took part In only one big mill 
In 1900, when It took him twenty-three 
rounds to put Corbett to sleep at the Is¬ 
land. Then, in 1901, he put Hank Griffin 
and Joe Kennedy, two second-raters, 
away, both Inside of a week. In Loci An- 
ge£<va, and a few weeks later he knocked 
out Gus Ruhlln in five rounds m Ban 
Franc isoo. 

F.tzstmmone, who had been after an- 
oth«‘r mill ever since h,s defeat at Corny 
Island, wok rewarded in July, 1902. Fit/ 
trained faithfully, and was In wonderful

realty good fighting material has been 
demonstrated clearly recently by the at¬ 
tempt of some of the Nevada mining 
camp promoters to find a suitable oppon¬ 
ent for James J. Jeffries*, the rccognlz-d 
champion heavyweight of the world. Jef¬ 
fries retired from the ring In 1905 when 
he found there wo* no-body left to be 
•beaten down and out. He was a phe¬ 
nomenal pugilist then as now, and he 
disposed of some remarkably high-class 
tightens In the nine years he figured as 
a ring factor. 

Jeffries probably would have remained 
In obscurity hud It not been for his en¬ 
gagement at sparring partner by Jain-;* 
J. Corbett when the latter was training 
for Ids battle with Robert Fitzsimmons 
ut Carson City, Nev. Jeffries then was 
a big, rugged, inexperienced fellow who 
Was simply a glum In point of build unJ 
strength und who knew wry little of uie 
scientific points of boxing. 

Coming In conflict wltih Corbett In the 
training camp day after day, the big 
Californian soon picked up many valua¬ 
ble points and also discovered to his 
amazement that Pompadour Jltu, then 
champion, could not hit him hard 
enough to make him even stagger. There¬ 
fore, when Corbett wus knocked out In 
fourteen rounds by Fitzsimmons on 
March 17, 1897. Jeffries began to realize 
thut he had a futmc ki the world of 
pugilism that was worth while cultivat¬ 
ing. 

A month later, accordingly, the big 
fellow began by knocking a heavy nam¬ 
ed Van Buskirk out In two rounds. Tho 
affair took place In San Francisco, and 
Jeffries created so much talk that lie 
was quickly sent after another burly 
bruiser named Henry Baker, who was 
put to sleep In nine round*. 

• • • 

Enter Manager Delaney. 


Then Delaney, who had trained Corbett 
and knew what Jeffries could do. picked 
th«? plucky Gus Rhulin for the boiler¬ 
maker’s antagonist. Ruhlln was fairly 
shifty on his feet, and also pos- 
tesnd a superior knowledge of the art 
of flstcuffs, so that Jeffries failed to stop 
him in twenty round* and the referee! 
called the bout u draw Jeffries also 
fought another twenty-round draw with 
Joe Choynskl. which finished his cam¬ 
paign for 1897. ,, . 

He got busy In the fallowing Febru¬ 
ary. however, by knocking out uoor old 
Joe Goddard In four rounds and disposing 
of the then decrepR Peter Jackson in 
thro*. Mexican Fete Everet lasted three 
round?, and Jeff He 3 was heralded as a 
coining champion when he was matched 
to tight Toni Suorkey, who was jaM out 
of the nnvy and was regarded not only 
as a rugged, string man. hut also th^ 
best rougn-aml-tcnible fighter on .he 
’ ooaest. Sharkey knew a trifle loss about 
•cUnce than Jeffries, who got a decision 
over him at th»- end of twenty rounds. 

This ach evement convinced Delaney 
that the young g ant had championship 
timber in his make-up, no he brought him 
En*t to be thown to New York sport.ng 
nan ai the Lenox Athletic Club. In tlmt 
city. Jeffries w< Igh* d 245 pounds when tie 
rtepped Into the ring cn the night of 
August 5. He hud agreed to knock

Jeff Fails In East. 

But Jeff was an ice wagon, nnd was un¬ 
able to put a .sio-p to Armstrong, the big 
fellow, at It-it, being very roriuniilc in 
getting the decslon. Then Jiff said he 
hud dlsiocaud h!s thumb and could not 
tackle O’Donc-?!!. an announctnwnt that 
. caused Ik:: s and catcalls to po up In .t 
chirug from the critical crowd around 
the ring.

Jeffries, Ln these later encounters with 
Fltz and Corbett proved beyond the ques¬ 
tion of a doubt that he had deve’.cqwKl Into 
the quickest and cleverest heavyweight 
ever seen ln America. If not in the world. 
v> Ith nobody left to conquer, Jeff bo«an 
a long theiitrlcal tour. In Decemi»or 1 WJ, 
h© lun up against Jack Murirue. a miner, 
in Butte, w'ho managed to Catch the 
champion out of contLlion and slaved 
four rounds. Immediately there was a 
hue and cry that Munroe was another 
world-licater. and that he should light 
Jeffrifjs fesr the championship.

Hands Over Title To Hart. 


A lot of Idle and silly talk was In¬ 
dulged in until Munroc got into the r.ng 
to face the chumplon in August of tho 
next year. It was a farce—this mill— 
which lasted less than two full ro*unds. 
Munroe w'os punched out so quickly thut 
hi* never knew what happened. Tho 
Munroe fiasco disgusted Jeff then and h?* 
mad.- up his mind to withdraw. 

Having driven such good men os Cor¬ 
bett. Fitzsimmons. Sharkey and Uuhlin 
into the pug.llstlo background. Jeff could 
rkd Induce any of th<* other heavies, in¬ 
cluding clover Kid McCoy and the scion- 
title Choynskl, to box him. ho he an¬ 
nounced that he was through with tho 
ring forever A year later Jeffries re¬ 
fereed the fight between MArvIn Hart, of 
Louisville, and Jark Root, of Chicago 
Hart knocked Root out In twelve 
rounds and was immed ntely proclaime<l 
champion” bv Jett, who assumed un¬ 
usual authority In ho doing. 

Hart had been fighting his way gral- 
ually to the top. Standing 5 feet ll*i 
Inches In his Stocking*, the Louisville 
man Weighed 19o pounds. Ho possessed 
a limited amount of cleverness, but had 
a great punch with o ther hand. He la¬ 
gan to attract attention when he stopped 
Tommy West and Dan Oreedon In Louis¬ 
ville, hut he lost some ground when Bill 
Hanrohan knocked him out in a punch 
In December. 1902. 

After that Hart began to climb again 
by putting Billy stiff. Dick O’ Brim and 
Kid Carter away In rap'd succession. He 
had not fought once up to thru time out- 
side of Louisville, but he now decided to 
travel a bit.

of heavy ■wagering. In the case of the 
DurneU trick, it had been rumored about 
the betting ring earlier in the afternoon 
that the horse was slightly lame, this 
having a tendency to dampen wliat would 
otherwise have boon a warm outside 
choice In tho betting.

SOME DAMAGE BY BUGS PLAYS 
INTO BULLS’ HANDS. 


PRICE OF HOGS AND PROVI¬ 
SIONS DEPRESSED. 


BIG FALL FROM $7 LEVEL. 


Chicago. March 24 .—[Special.]— 
Some actual and more prospective 
damage to the winter wheat of the 
Southwest by the Texas bug was about 
the only factor that played Into the 
hands of the wheat bulls the past week. 
There was a bit of solace In reports 
from the Northwest mills that the flour 
trade Is Improving, but even there 
shipping directions are tangled up with 
a deficient car service. 

Prices of May wheat here reached a 
new low record for the season, getting 
below seventy-five cents. The closing 
days of the week, however, brought 
some recovery from the slump, crop 
damage reports from Kansas and Ok¬ 
lahoma being so frequent and insistent 
that the dominating element of the 
trade was impressed by them. The real 
feature of the week was the manner 
of price depression in the hog and pro 
vision A market. There was a big fall 
from fire $7 level that had obtained, 
and the packers were more nearly in 
control of the situation than they have 
been for months. 

Traders still have good cause to 
doubt that the green bug has made 
menacing inroads upon the growing 
wheat of Kansas and Oklahoma. Pa¬ 
pers from the territory deny that the 
Injury thus far sustained Is material. 
Reports to one paper are overwhelm¬ 
ingly against the assertion of profes¬ 
sional experts that the crop has been 
hurt to any serious extent. Thursday 
and Friday there was reason to feel 
some apprehension because the unsea¬ 
sonably warm weather and the lack of 
moisture, together with high winds, 
complicated things, threatening to do 
even more mischief than the bugs.

From Indiana. Ohio and IllHnois 
there came complaints that the warm 
weather had disclosed winter-killed 
wheat here and there and a bad 
outlook for the crop. These reports, too. 
may be taken with a grain of salt, be¬ 
cause it is hardly time yet to cast 
up accounts and say what the winter 
months have done to wheat. One crop 
summary, apparently founded on con¬ 
servative reports, has it that as a whole 
crop prospects are excellent. It Is prob¬ 
ably fair to say that If there were 
bullish influences of another sort in the 
wheat markets of the country, scare 
stories would scarcely have a patient 
hearing, at least the kind of stories that 
have been offered to date. 

Such bullish Influences are lacking in 
tho fundamentals of the situation. The 
movement of wheat is still larger day 
by day than it was at the same time a 
year ago. This is true both in the West 
end the Northwest. With the handicap 
of a car service that falls far short of 
freight requirements, receipts in the 
spring wheat country continue very 
large and stocks are piling up. At Min¬ 
neapolis and Duluth alone the Increase 
wits nearly 1,500.000 bushels, an addi¬ 
tion that would be more burdensome 
than it is 11* 600.000 bushels of this 
grain were not of the durum vuriety. 
• • • 

Big Argentine Shipments. 

Shipments from Argentina were the 
second largest on record for that coun¬ 
try*. the total for the week being 4.C32,- 
000 bushels, compared with 4,760.000 
bushels the week before and 3,824,000 
bushels the corresponding week a year 
ago. As a result of this showing Liv¬ 
erpool prices softened at the very time 
prices were stiffening here at the end 
of the week. Arrivals from the interior 
are liberal and the wheat continues to 
be of excellent quality. 

Abroad the crop prospects are good 
in the United Kingdom and France and 
Russia has little complaint to make 
except In tho southwest. Germany re¬ 
ports damage in Mecklenberg and Sax¬ 
ony by severe winter w r eather. but !n 
the broad sense the outlook is satis¬ 
factory. 

Export clearances off wheat are dis¬ 
appointing at 2,500.000 bushels for the 
week- This compares with 3.173.UOO 
bushels for the like week In 1906. This 
small showing when prices were at a 
new low level suggests what a figure 
Argentina is cutting In the current 
world's markets. The South American 
republic Is good for several weeks of 
big shipments, hence the scrutiny of 
the horizon for everything that looks 
like a blow to the new’ Yankee crop. 
Russia has exported comparatively lit¬ 
tle wheat in the last three weeks, but 
Roumania and Bulgaria have taken 
care of most of the Russian deficiency' 
by sending out nearly double the quan. 
tity exported at the similar time a 
year ago. 

Europe 1 b keeping watch of the large 
receipts in the Northwest in this coun¬ 
try, and of the big stocks in Chicago, 
arguing that it portends freer ship¬ 
ments at better terms for the buyer 
later on. The same thing applies to 
Manitoba.

QUICK ADVANCE 


Com has shown a strength that can 
hardly be accounted for by the normal 
laws of demand and supply and it Is 
hard to explain any speculative motive 
forceful enough to keep up values in 
view of tho downward tendency of 
wheat. The secret probably Is that the 
trade is convinced domestic consump¬ 
tion Is big enough to absorb the big 
reserve before another crop is due at 
present or better values. Receipts at 
Western points each day of the week 
wore more than double those of a year 
ago and the ocean outgo was cor¬ 
respondingly smaller. Export clearances 
for the week were about 2,500,000 
bushels compared with 3,173,000 bushels 
a year ago. 

It was Insisted by some that the big 
movement of com was due to the clean¬ 
ing up of country elevator stocks and 
that farmers wore making few sales. 
The high temperature prevalent dur¬ 
ing the week also suggested the near 
approach of busy times on the farina, 
when the grain marketing Is sidetrack¬ 
ed temporarily. On account of the car 
situation and the likellh«>d of delays in 
shipments Eastern buyers are taking 
few chances except on kiln-dried grain. 
Argentine shipments were only 40.000 
bushels. 

There were no features in the oats 
market and trade was of a desultory 
character throughout the week. In the 
more advanced regions seeding Is pro¬ 
gressing favorably and the bulk of 
the crop probably will be In by April l 

There has been a steady decline Iti 
the price of hogs and the drop from the 
$7 level of a fortnight ago Is bigger than 
the trade had anticipated. Packers find 
themselves in a more Independent posi¬ 
tion with outride bidding less urgent. 
Receipts of hogs here were several thou¬ 
sand in excess of lost year's and at the 
close of the week the best animals 
were under the $6.50 mark and mill 
tending downward. Provisions natur¬ 
ally declined and packers report a bet¬ 
ter trade In cash meats. Under the 
ppur of past attractive prlc ^ ;t big

DEMAND BEYOND SUPPLY. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 24.—[Spe¬ 
cial .]—-Boowme of the fact that the 
floods around Pittsburg have forced 
thirty-eight iron furnaces to bank, a 
stream of inquiries and orders for spot 
iron has come to this district from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. Most of these 
orders have been telegraphed, showing 
the urgent need of the consumers. In 
many instances premium* are being of¬ 
fered for small lots of spot iron, rang¬ 
ing from fifty to 150 tons oadh. 

However, as the Southern furnaces 
have been sold heavily ahead for 
months past it is kmpossKble for the 
Pennsylvania consumers to be accom¬ 
modated. Here and there a small lot 
can be picked up, but all the large pro¬ 
ducers have gold out until July 1, and 
only tihe smaller concerns have any im¬ 
mediately delivery Iran for sale, and 
even with them the available amount 
is small, as they, too, are heavily 
booked ahead. 

Tills situation, coupled with the gen¬ 
eral heavy demand for Southern iron, 
which is denoted by inquiries ahead In¬ 
to tin? first quarter of next year, makes 
It certain, In the opinion of well-posted

Production Is smaller instead of be¬ 
ing larger than it was a week ago. 
Because of an accident a»t that plant, 
the Alabama Consolidated Coal and 
Iron Company has closed down its No. 
1 furnace at Gadsden. The suspension 
is only temporary. The Woodward 
Iron Company Is having bad luck with 
its Mg furnace at Woodward. The 
lining began to give w«ay recently, and 
repair work was begun when the en¬ 
tire lining fell in a few days ago and 
killed six men. This furnace will be 
out of commission for some time. The 
Woodstock Steel and Iron Company, 
the new company which recently took 
over the properties of the old Wood- 
ertock Iron Company at Anniston, has 
blown In one of the Woodstock fur¬ 
naces. It has a capacity of 150 tons 
per day. T}he Alabama Consolidated 
Coal and Iran Company has announc¬ 
ed that Its Dig new’ stack at Gadsden 
will begin operations April 17. It wi-ll 
have a capacity of 300 tons per day. 
and will be one of the largest furnaces 
In the South. The Slosa-Sheffield 
Steel and Iran Company will not blow- 
in Its Philadelphia furnace at Florence 
umll May 1.

Cars Still Scarce. 


Lexington, Ky., March 24—[Special.— 
Some excitement was created in the Ken¬ 
tucky oil fields this week by a rich oil 
strike in Logan county, in an entirely 
new’ section. The strike was made by 
a Pennsylvania concern, which had been 
testing In that part of Kentucky for sev¬ 
eral months. Oil was found at a depth 
of 1.800 feet and the well made two flow's 
when the oil-bearing formation was en¬ 
tered by the drill. The grade of oil found 
in tho new’ strike is the equal of any 
previously drilled In the State, und the 
depth at w’hlch It w'ns found is a good 
indication of permanency. 

Tho discovery of a new field Is always 
attended by an Investigation of its possi¬ 
bilities. and the new find in Logan county 
is attracting many oil operators from the 
various producing divisions of Kentucky 
Just now new producing territory Is 
scarce, and If the newly-opened pool In 
Logan county materializes on any con¬ 
siderable scale, a great deal of drilling 
will be carried on during the summer sea¬ 
son. Operators are reported to have se¬ 
cured leases on surrounding territory and 
more test wells will be drilled. 

• * • 

Barren County Boundary. 

Barren county now constitutes the far¬ 
thest production to the west In Ken¬ 
tucky. In recent years various tests have 
been carried out In other Western Ken¬ 
tucky counties, and in some instances oil 
has been found. Hurt county contains 
several wells, and south of Ixigan county, 
In Robertson county. Tenn., oil has been 
found in paying quantities. The recent 
strike In Logan will attract more general 
attention to the drilling Industry in West¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

In the various producing areas of South¬ 
eastern and upper Kentucky strikes just 
now are few. The drilling force in Wayne 
county, the center of the industry’, has 
been reduced to twelve, and while the ad¬ 
vances in the credit balance market are 
causing a little new work for the rig 
builder, the effects on production have 
not yet been felt. A t **w new rigs are 
going up in Wayne, while greater activ¬ 
ity is evident In the “wildcat’’ field of 
Clinton county than in the established 
fields of Knox and Whitley counties. 

• • • 

In Cumberland County. 

In Cumberland county two rigs are at 
work, which Is the same number as In 
Clinton county The only strikes In 
Southeastern Kentucky this week were in 
\\ ayne county, two oilers coming in in 
that field. Clinton county furnished one 
completion. Since the extension of a pipe 
line to the Clinton county production ad¬ 
ditional territory Is being leased, and 
drilling is promised. 

Drilling In upper Kentucky is confined 
to the producing area of Wolfe county. 
Developments are moving slowly In the 
upper districts, which have little new to 
offer. Toward the Ohio river a little 
’’wtldeart’’ drilling is bring done by oper¬ 
ators who hold to the thdbry that the oil 
belts of Ohio and Indiana f-xtend Into this 
State. A number of strikes In counties 
bordering the river lend encouragement 
to this view. No pool of oil has yet been 
proven In any one section of upper Ken¬ 
tucky bordering the Ohio river, but scat¬ 
tered strikes have been registered from 
time to time, and if drilling is continued 
the right lead will probably be ultimately 
obtained. 

In the credit balance market 89c and 62c 
are the Standard's quotations on the two 
grades of Kentucky oil. The Indian Re¬ 
fining Company pays 92c for the better 
grade. The tendency of the market is 
toward further advances, and the higher 
the price gets, the livelier will get the 
drill. 

RAIN RETARDS WORK. 

Roads in Bad Condition to Transport 
Bigs. 

Toledo. O.. March 24 —[Special.]—The 
heavy rains during the middle of the 
month have been th«* cause of u sack In 
activity in all the ol! fields. In the Illi¬ 
nois. Indiana nnd Ohio fields the high¬ 
ways are almost impassable, and no ma¬ 
terial for new wells can be gotten from 
the railroads to the off leases. In the 
more Eastern fields the high water has 
done thousands of dollars' worth of dam¬ 
age In Southeastern Ohio. West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania, nnd until go*-*! rends 
are In vogue there will be but little nnv 
•work started. 

With a better market for crude oil In 
sight there Is no reason why the Ken¬ 
tucky field should not be given a more 
thorough test this season than ever be¬ 
fore Many wells have been drilled In 
the State during the early days of crude 
oil. but since then the work has been 
confined to spots where terns have been 
made and oil discovered. The fields of 
Kentucky are an inducement to those that 
prefer the shallow drilling, as oil can be 
found at a shallow deoth In most any 
section of the State. Time Is bound to 
tell the tale.

Yesterday afternoon a Crescent HIU car, 
carylng a lot of pasengers, was making 
its descent down the hill when, as it 
reached the bottom, the uxle broke In two 
and the car was pitched off the track. All 
the passengers were shaken up and a 
panic was narrowly averted. A “wrecker’* 
was sent for Immediately, but by the time 
It arrived several Peweo Valley cars. In 
addition to throe or four city curs, had 
lined up behind the breakdown. A delay of 
an hour was caused by the accident. 


few York, March 23.—[Special.]—La*t 
week’s collapse on the stock exchange 
left the stock market In an unsettled and 
feverish condition. Thai disaster was 
partly the result of economic conditions 
and partly the result of a break In the 
huge speculative movements inaugurated 
in the last quarter of 1906. The large div¬ 
idend payments on Union and Southern 
Pacific, which excited so much comment 
at the time, were the baris of extraord¬ 
inary speculative operations conducted 
simultaneously in London and New* 
York. The parties conducting these op¬ 
erations were highly successful In their 
earliest stages; and large quantities of 
these stocks bought at low prices were 
profitably distributed during the first 
part of the campaign In both the doaus- 
lic and foreign nw\rkets. Subs equently, 
however, these operations were not en¬ 
tirely successful, because large amounts 
of stocks were still held by the* leaders 
und their friends fdr which only a very’ 
limited market could be found ounside of 
their own buying and selling to each 
other. The public as a whole bad kept 
out of the market with unusual persist¬ 
ency; the widespread distrust created by 
the exposures of high finance nnd the 
stringency In money bolng unquestiona¬ 
bly the chief causes of this reticence. 
The strain on the leaders was intense, 
and was seriously aggravated by high 
rates for money. Tl*e pressure of the 
railroads for new’ capital and the tre- 
benduous outpouring of short-term notes 
after January 1 proved to be the last 
straw. In a situation of such tension 
only a moderate shock of some sort was 
nece<f€ary to precipitate a collapse. Sucn 
a shock came ostensibly through the ris¬ 
ing hostility of State Legislatures to¬ 
ward the railroads. Railroad magnates 
and the heads of large corporations be¬ 
came seriously alarmed at this aggressive 
attitude. For this they had themselves 
chiefly to hla,me. owing to past misdeeds 
and a praiong^i disregard of public op n- 
ion. With confidence in the stability of 
value® weakened—first by fear of nat¬ 
ural reaction and second by f«ir of pol¬ 
itical retribution—a situation was cre¬ 
ated tha* readily explains the remark¬ 
able collapse which occurred a week ago. 
• • • 

Many Serious Losses. 

As a result of tha* decline some wry 
serious losse» have been Incurred by large 
holders of securities. Fortunately, che 
public has suffered to a very much leas 
extent than usual; hence, the remark¬ 
able absence of failures. Such a debacle 
cannot, however, be experienced without 
exerting a more or leas depressing ef¬ 
fect. A temporary rally, of course, fal¬ 
lowed, due to purchases of those who 
bought for Investment or to support tilie 
market, but the Jotter snooks were soon 
fed out In artier to take profits, thus 
leaving the tens feverish and unsettled. 
After such a debauch the market Is likely 
to show more or less Inertia and possibly 
settle down to a stfll lower level. Con¬ 
fidence has been rudely shaken and only 
Urn* can make amends. A g.od many 
operators have been seriously crippled- 
Axkkd to this Is the unsatisfactory con¬ 
dition of the world’s money market. The 
advance of the rate of the Bank of 
France from 3 to 3*^ per cent. Is highly 
*dgnifl<\mt. This la tl»e first time a 
change 1ms been mode in the rate for 
sewn years, and la plain notice to L>n- 
don, Berlin and New York that Paris 
will first take care of itself and that 
those in need may have to look elsewhere 
for assistance. Our awn financiers have 
placed more or U?^s dependence uprm help 
from tliat quarter In cane of neewsity; 
and no doubt Germany, wbicfh Is already 
suffering from ovenrhring in financial and 
industrial circles, has been knocking at 
the doors of Parisian hankers. We axe 
also close upon the first of April, a pe¬ 
riod when the money mirk.it u.milly suf¬ 
fers more or less tlorangernem. This Is 
adverse to the stock market. After th© 
middle of April funds should begin to 
return from th© Interior nnd facilitate the 
building up of local reserve. Recent 
liquidation and the e.**t>aibllshment of st>ck 
market values upon a much lower level 
ought a 1*0 serve to relieve the monetary 
juhiKition. After a period of rest and an 
Improvement In the mo-notaxy outlook, 
whdeta cannot be much longer delayed, 
there should be a fair chance for a re¬ 
covery In the mark** during the spring; 
provided, however, no further disasters 
are Incurred during the interval.

SOUVENIR TICKETS AT EXPO. 


Extensive preparations arc being made 
by the United States Fish Commission for 
tlio distribution of small lish for stocking 
the streams of Southern Indiana, which 
ail! begin about June 1. The supply will 
1 h» obtained from the tributaries of the 
Illinois river and the streams of Iowa. 
After the waters recede, following the 
spring freshets, the fish leave their spawn, 
which produces millions of minnows. 
These are taken with nets or seines by the 
men employed by the Fish Commission, 
loaded in cans constructed especially tor 
that purpose and distributed as rap.dly as 
possible. Fish Commissioner George W. 
Bowers has received many applications 
from Indiana, and he hopes to be able 
to furnish small fish for ail applicants. 
The species furnished are bass, croppie, 
perch and others suitable for streams in 
Southern Indiana. 

A few years ago Hoosier Chapter, 
League of American Sportsmen, of New 
Albany, received from Mr. Bower a num¬ 
ber of small lish which were placed in 
Silver, Big Indian, Knob and Middle 
creeks and Blue river, streams near that 
city. Within two years after the stocking 
of the streams these fish had grown suf¬ 
ficiently to furnish tine sport tor the an¬ 
gler, but most of them have been since 
cleared out by i*>t fishermen with seines 
and dynamite. Under the stringent laws 
passed by the last Indiana Legislature 
ample protection is afforded the fish, and 
within a few years the streams will be 
again filled. Within the last few days 
quantities of fish have been taken In Sti¬ 
ver creek and other streams near New 
Albany. The fish had ascended the 
streams in the backwater from the Ohio 
river and had been left in the deep holes 
when the w*ater receded. Fine fishing has 
been reported in Blue liver, above Mill- 
town, and at Fredericksburg, the fish hav¬ 
ing come from the big river.

Made poeoibl© by a recent aot of the 
Legislature, step* will be begun at the 
April moating of the Board of Managers 
of t>he Indiana Reformatory, at Jeffer¬ 
sonville, to condemn a large amount of 
property lying north of the institution 
for the purpoee of annexing it.

W. H. Whit¬ 
taker. generaj superintendent of the In¬ 
diana Reformatory, said yesterday that 
it was the intention of the Board of 
Managers to ultimately take In all tho 
territory from the alley dividing Jeffcr- 
aonvtlle and Clarksville as for north us 
the railroad track; thence south along 
the railroad back to the Btate-avenue 
crossing, the tract to be triangular In Its 
shape. 

The State already owns ground em¬ 
braced in the boundaries, on which the 
stables, garden and pant of the hothouse* 
are located. It was originally the in¬ 
tern ion to have an appropriation made to 
pure lias© some of the property on Stato 
street. 60 that 'the houses could be lorn 
down, but a bill was put through the 
legislature that provided a different 
method through condemnation proceed¬ 
ing*. To do tniif, a petition first will be 
flltnl in the Circuit Court, and three ap¬ 
praisers will be appointed to place a 
valuation on the property desired, and 
after it is condemned the State can pay 
for It out of any money* not otherwise 
appropriated. It is not the Intention to 
Lake in ail the ground at once, but 
eventually it will be done. 

The State want* more ground and it is 
desired to get rid of the bouti'S lying 
north of the Indiana Reformatory and 
oloee up the street.

JUDGE HAZELRIGG TO SUPPORT 
JUDGE O’REAR. 


Setting; of Dates for Hearing Election 
Cases in Appellate Court Merely 
Matter of Accommodation. 


Judge James H. Ilaz.'lrigg, of Frankfort, 
former Chief Justice of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, was at The Se« Ibach 
yeetc-rday, and left last night for his 

home. 

Judge Hazelrigg said the action of per¬ 
sons throughout the State in censuring 
Chief Justice E. C. O’Renr for causing th© 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals to as.stgn 
the Louisvllte election cases on the April 
docket of th© court, presumably before th« 
lower courts had render#-! « decision in 
the cases, was unjust. He said there was 
no doubt but that Judge O’Revr acted en¬ 
tirely within bis rights and with the con¬ 
sent of the entire court. 

He said that the law provides that elec¬ 
tion cases shall have prior right over all 
other coses on the docket, and he felt 
sure that Justice O’Roar had U‘en author¬ 
itatively Informed that the Louisville 
Chancellors had decided the cases ad- 
▼er*ely to the Fuslonists and Republicans, 
and that the latter would take nn appeal 
and demand an immediate hearing, which 
was their right, and after consultation with 
the other members of the Appollate bench 
bad Instructed the clerk to leave the first 
week in rhe April docket open for the ar¬ 
guments of the cases. 

Judge Hazelrfgg said that after the 
Court of Appeals docket had been Issued 
by the printer, and such cases as those 
now pending from Louisville came up. It 
would necessarily discommode hundreds 
of lawyers throughout the State, whose 
only guidance was the Appellate docket, 
and In order to save them this inconven¬ 
ience the precedent was established.
